City Officials Urge Voters to 
Take San Fernando. 


Tesue Made the Subject of 
Vigorous Resolutions. 


Advantages to Both Sides are 
Clearly Indicated. 


Urging that the waste of revenue 
be stopped and the city’s aqueduct 
rights safeguarded, resolutions were 
unanimously passed yesterday by the 
Board of Public Service Commis 
stoners and the Annexation Commis- 
sion, calling on the people of Los An- 
Seles to cast an affirmative vote, May 
+, for the annexation of territory in 
the San Fernando Valley. 

“The principal of the aqueduct debt, 
exclusive of the city trunk line,” says 
the resolutions of the Public Service 
Commissioner, “ig maturing at the 
rate of $712,900 a year, and the pres- 
ent annual interest charge on this debt 
ia approximately $1,000,000. Yet, 
thousands of inches of aqueduct water, 
which could readily be sold and pro- 
vide en immense revenue for the re- 
lief of taxpayers, are going to waste.”

The old idea that the only equipment 
of the saloon was sundry black bottles 
containing rum has long since gone 
glimmering. A pint of rum would last 
the modern saloon a month. The ordi- 
nary hotel bar sells more buttermilk, 
ginger ale and mineral waters than beer. 
Alcoholic beverages are so diluted with 
ice and carbonized waters that their 
intoxicating propensities are almost 
nullihed. A first-class bartender will 
cften sell more soft than hard stuff in 
the course of a day. There is also a 
drift toward the lighter wines and malt 
beverages in which the percentage of 
alcohol is comparatively insignificant. 
The thing most needed in the saloon 
is the soda fountain and the first high 
class boozorium to put in one of these 
big marble affairs with its equipment 
of fruit syrups, ice creams, fruit ices 
and the like will make so much money 
that the proprietor will chafe from 
carrying his roll. 

With tle soda fountain in the saloon 
if a man wanted a spike in his vanilla 
he would not have to take a chance on 
getting his wink to the man at the 
nozzle. He would ‘tbe able to yelp 
right out that he wanted a jigger of 
skee in his brew and the party with the 
white apron would shoot it in without

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CAPONS—CAPONIZING. 
T IS somewhat doubtful if the growing 
of capons will ever be a wide practice 
among poultrymen in California, not 
so much from any obstacles of climate nor 
conditions, but chiefly from the fact that 
the Mediterranean class of poultry (which 
predominates in this State) does not lend 
itself economically to their production. 
The breeds that make the best capons are 
the heavy ones—Brahmas, Dorkings, Sus- 
sex, Rocks, Wyandottes, etc. The Leg- 
horns, Campines, Antonas and other of the 
egg-laying types do not produce a carcass 
of sufficient size. People who handle the 
heavier breeds in numbers sufficiently large 
to warrant it, will find the growing of ca 
pons a source of profit. 

The production of capons has never at- 
tained the distinction of a recognized indus- 
try in California; a few are grown here and 
there, but never in sufficient numbers to 
become a reliable source of supply, even nd 
a few months of the year. This may, in 
large measure explain its rather sporadic 
character; for we believe that if quality 
and supply was a dependable quantity that 
a profitable market might be worked up. 

In the public mind there is some doubt 
as to just what a capon really is, many 
thinking that it is same particular breed or 
variety of chick Only recently the 
writer received a er taking this ground. 
Irrespective of breed or variety a capon is 
merely an em ted cockerel. The 
effect of such an operation on the bird is to 
render him dbdcile, te impart to the meat a 
tenderness and flave? that is highly appre- 
cited by epicures lovers of good eating 
generally; it also ten@s to add weight to the 
bird, but not to the extent that many sup- 
pose. Capons are §0 new thing, having 
been recognized as &, dainty morsel for cen- 
turies, as witness. the phrase of the melan- 
choly Jacques in Shakespeare's “As You 
Like It.” as possesaigg a “Good round belly 
with fat capon lined’—indicating one that 
was well fe@ And Trom that date to the 
present ca ave been more or less a 
feature of good eating. In this country ca- 
ponizing is quite gewtrally practiced in cer- 
tain districts where the production of large 
roasting chickens "ts. a specialty; on this 
Coast, however, it has never attained much 
importance, though @lways more or less in 
evidence. 

As already stated, the heavier breeds are 
only used for this purpose, any of the 
American, Asiatic or English class being de 
sirable, with possibly the Brahmas, Rocks, 
Dorkings and Susgexz among first choice. 
The operation is usually performed when 
the males are from six to eight weeks old, 
or when the sex characteristics become 
quite pronouhced. After this period the 
operation is Hable toe be more hazardous.

say four or five hens and a single gobbler. 
These birds are allowed to look out for 
themselves, and manage to pick up most of 
their own living. During the spring the hens 
bring off their broods, and, still without any 
particular attention or expenditure, go 
ahead and raise them under natura! condi- 
tions. If the proportion that survives is 
good, there is a very neat return in the fall 
for an almost negligible investment of 
money and labor. If the flock does poorly, 
or even dies out entirely, it is no great loss 
—and there's the end of the matter. 

Other branches of the poultry industry 
have far outstripped the business of raising 
turkeys because they show returns that are 


customers for breeding stock and 
hatching eggs—and in the present status of 
the turkey industry this is possible for 
nearly every one possessing good birds—the 
first step is to double, or treble, the number 
of birds that you intend to keep through the 
winter for your own purposes. Instead of 
marketing, at Thanksgiving time and 
Christmaé, all the birds except four or five 
hens and a gobbler that will supply you 
with as many poults as you expect to be 
able to raise yourself to advantage, keep 
for your own yards ten or fifteen bens and, 
get a couple of vigorous, quick-grown gob- 
blers, unrelated to the hens. 

Plan to sell if possible something like 
half thé eggs laid during the early months 
of the spring. These will bring, at prevail- 
ing prices for turkey eggs, from $1.50 to 
$5 or $6 per setting of ten or twelve eggs— 
the exact return depending on the breed 
and grade of your birds. The demand for 
hatching eggs is fair during February or 
even the latter part of January, and is heav- 
jest during March; it usually continues 
heavy during April, and falls away in May, 
reaching the vanishing point early in June. | 

As turkeys hatched during May, June, and 
even July are among the most profitable 
birds gréwn for market purposes, you can 
plan to do the bulk of your own incubating 
rather late, and sell a relatively large pro- 
portion of the eggs laid during the early 
months. 

There is a fairly good demand for day- 
old poulte—similar, on a smal! scale, to the 
tremendous trade that now goes on in day-/| 
old chicks. You can plan to utilize this dur-

two and three months old birds that have 
passed the “danger stage,” for breeding pur- 


Plan for a sale of your best breeding 
stock, that you do not intend to take 
through another winter, for the early fall 
months. This, together with the sale of 
young gobblers and pullets for breeding pur- 
poses, may yield a revenue calculated to 
surprise any one who tries it out for the 
first time. 

The natural market time for turkeys, 
Thanksgiving, follows; by planning for this 
a little in advance and securing top prices, 
you can get a somewhat greater profit than 
some turkey growers at present actually 
realize. Keep your late-hatched stock (birds 
hatched late in June, during July, and even 
during the early part of August) for the 
Christmas market, and keep also a few of 
the best of the season's birds for possible 
sales of breeders during the winter. If you 
are successful in selling these selected 
breeding birds, they will form a very wel- 
come source of revenue during January and 
February. 

Even when raising turkeys for market 
purposes only, it is possible to do much 
toward securing the results outlined above. 
The breeding season should be extended in 
both directions as far as possible, and the 
sale of broiler turkeys developed to its high- 
est point. Broller sales may be begun as 
early as May. Birds hatched during the | 
late summer and early fall may be matured 
through the winter and sold during the 
early months of the year, when, as a gen- 
eral rule, market quotations for turkeys are 
almost as high as at Christmas time, and 
there is always a special trade that may be 
developed with leading hotels and restau- 
rants.
